ior citizenship"  by  winning  Honor  Awards  for 
Meritorious  Service,  the  highest  form  of  recogni- 
tion the  school  can  bestow  upon  its  students.  Lim- 
ited at  the  time  of  election  to  ten  per  cent  of  the 
senior  class  and  five  per  cent  of  the  junior  class, 
which  in  1950  is  tantamount  to  being  l-in-23  and 
l-in-42,  respectively,  the  wearers  of  the  Princeton 
Key  are  nominated  and  elected  by  faculty,  and  by 
fellow  undergraduates,  on  the  basis  of  "character, 
leadership  and  service,"  with  service  to  the  school 
rating  the  greatest  possible  consideration. 

Currently. in  its  .fourth  year  as  a  distinctive 
Princeton  institution,  the  "Honor  Key  System"  is 
dependent  upon  a  rare  kind  of  mutuai  understand- 
ing between  teachers  and  the  taught,  and  upon  edu- 
cational procedures  aimed  at  the  development  of 
the  well-rounded  individual.
